T he advancement of modem technology made 
online work a standard across many school 
corporations. Physics teacher Jerome Flewelling used his 
coding background to gain a head start. Beginning from an 
early age, Flewelling was eager to take advantage of the 
opportunities programming presented. 

“When I was in middle school, my dad bought us our first 
computer and I figured out how to program files so that when 
you turn on the computer it would run that file 
immediately,” Flewelling said. 

Starting with small projects, Flewelling 
grasped a better knowledge of the cyber 
world. 

“Since I’m from Pennsylvania, when we 
had our kids we wanted a good way to keep 
my parents in the loop. So I coded a web 
page to show them pictures of our kids.” 

When BrainHoney first began making its appearance, 
Flewelling was elated to use his coding knowledge to help in 
the use of BrainHoney. 

“We first only used it because we didn’t want to use the 
scantrons. So we got rid of the scantrons and only put the 
tests in there. After that, we got to the point of putting in 
assignments for absent students, then they could print it 
off at home. So then we thought, ‘Well, if BrainHoney can 
grade, why not have the homework in there?’” 

With the transition from pen and paper to computers, 
students are now able to receive instantaneous feedback on 


assignments to aide in their understanding. 

With technology on his side, Flewelling wanted to expand 
the horizons of modern teaching. 

“I can spend a lot more time one-on-one, instead of 
having people coming up and asking me questions, I can 
walk around and answer questions that are asked while 
students work on BrainHoney.” 

The prominence of online work has rendered Flewelling 
anxious for the possibilities of the future. 

“Right now I’m spending a lot of 
time putting stuff in and fixing the stuff 
that is in there. But I’m hoping that 
within a couple years, all of that will be 
ti'Q there and I can add more

W hether it was landing an anticipated trick or

‘There were a lot of people... a lot of people 
running up and down the streets, living in the same 
house.” 

On the missionary trip, she, along with her team of 
fellow church members, helped an orphanage. God’s 
Uttlest Angels (GLA), on getting the toddler houses 
together. 

“GLA was actually the best orphanage in Haiti. We 
were very lucky to have that,” Schuljak said. 

Other local orphanages send their children to GLA 
to get well when they are sick or malnourished. 

“I was really lucky with my team because they were 
all very skilled workers,” she said. 

Throughout her time in Haiti, not only was she able 
to help the orphaned children, but also got to take 
home the experience of doing so with her mother and 
sister. 

“They were all so amazed that my mom, sister and I 
went together. None of them really have family there,” 
Schuljak said. 

Visiting Haiti and seeing the way the people lived 
helped her appreciate the little things in life. 

“It definitely made me realize how fortunate we are 
to have what we have compared to what they do,” she 
said. “I just hope others are aware that what we live
